persons 
marched through Colon in « fu- J 
neral procession for two .stu- 
dents killed in rioting last Mon- 
day. 


The rioting resuUe<l from stu- 
dent protests over the unex- 
plained killing of Juan Navas 
Pajaro, an uitra-leftust student 
leader. 


Most of those whose homes 
were lost or heavily damaged in 
the disaster put up temporarily 
with 
friends, 
relatives 
and 
strangers. Four Red Cross shel- 
ters were open in schools and 
the municipal auditorium. 


About 70 persons v/ere hospi- 
laliz.ed with storm inj»iries. and 
at least 61 spent a second night 
in hospitals. Another 260 per- 
.sons received outpatient ti-eat- 
ment at hospitals. 


Fifteen deaths occurred 
in 
Topeka — hardest hit of several 
towns struck by tornadoes in a

night. 
One man was killed about 20 
miles northeast of Topeka.

for stricken areas.

It skipped 
over a mound at the southwest 
edge of town shortly before dusk 
Wednesday and. ranging up to 
one-half mile wide, it swept a 
15-milo path of death and de- 
struction through the city.

Those peo- 
ple up there are more interested 
in

The 
Senate has passed a {)ackaging 
bill and the House a "Food for 
Freedom" measure before re- 
cessing for a long weekend. 


The Senate s 71-9 apj>roval 
Tluir.sday of the fair-packaging 
and labeling bill marked a mile- 
stone in the six-year fight led by 
Sen. Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., to 
make it easier for housiwives 
and other shopjjers to compare 
the prices of competing brands. 


The legislation would give the 
federal government authority to 
regulate the weights and quan- 
tities in which a pioduct can be 
inarketed. 


However, before th»» govern- 
ment could impose i ontrols on 


i>ackage sizes, the manufactur- 
er would have to be given a 
chance to adopt voluntary stan- 
dards acceptable to the secre- 
tary of commerce. 


The House is exiiccted to go 
along with the Senate version of 
the bill later this session. 


The House's food bill also in- 
cluded a milestone of sorts: For 
the first time it would make aU 
crops eligible, not just those la- 
beled surplus. The measure now 
goes to the Senate. 


As approved by a 'J'30-20 vote, 
the $0.6 million, two-year pro- 
gram emphasized aid for those 
nations willing to do more to 
solve 
their 
own 
agricultural 
problems.

1963 only 28% of the meat con­ 
sumed in the state was pro­ 
duced and slaughtered in Mich­ 
igan. Twenty - three per cent 
of our meat supply is shipped 
in live and 49% is sbippi^ in 
as carcasses. 


“To feed out more cattle in 


the state we need to produce 
more young feeder cattle. The 
Upper Peninsula and the north­ 
ern half of the Lower Penin­ 
sula offer excellent opportun­ 
ities for expanding the cow- 
calf program. Land that will 
produce pasture and hay is all 
that is necessary. Forage crop« 
which include passes and le­ 
gumes do weil in our cool cli­ 
mate.

At the 
present time most feed lots are 
using 400 bushels of corn and 
three tons of com silage per

The simplicity of gain or loss doesn’t really mean 
much in an evaluation of the U.P.’s agriculture. Statis- 
tically the gain or loss might be slight and even in the 
case of a gain there might be a serious condition of 
deterioration. 


The most meaningful figure, in the census, per­ 
haps. is the average income per fai-m. It varied greatly 
from low to high and fi-om county to county and Dick­ 
inson. w'hich reported that it has only 107 fanns left, 
ranked highest in it with $9.151, compared with $4.186 
five years ago. The small number of its farms, of course, 
helped its big earners raise the county average.

Menominee County, on the other hand, wliich lias 
alwavs been the agricultural leader of the Upper Pen­ 
insula—it had 1.082 fanns in 1959 and 92n in 1964— 
averaged only $5,865 per fann, up from $3.888 in 1959. 
Tliis put it in fourth position in income and here the 
reverse of Dickinson’s situation had the laigp nunilxjr 
of fanns with many marginal operations pull dow^n the 
average. 


But while Menominee was making a poor relative 
showing in average farm income gain compaied with 
Dickinson’s of more tlian 100 per cent, Menominee in­ 
creased its total farm income from $4.1 million to .$5.1 
million while Dickinson went fit>m $1.1 million to $1.8 
million.

Tn second place was Delta County (improved from 
Sn. 3) in average farm income with $6.287. compared 
with $4,026 five years earlier. Tt had dropped from 612 
to 526 fanns and boosted income from $2.5 million to 
$3.3 million. 


Marquette, with the largest land area of any county 
(bi’t devoting only 3.6 per cent of it to farming com­ 
pared with 31.5 per cent in ^lenominee because of accent 
on mineral industry), was in third position in average 
farm Income with $5,875. up from $3,565 from 139 
fanns, 98 fewer than 5 years previously. 


Tlie public impression of farming aa a declining 
Industry because of the sharply reduced number of 
farms and of persona living on farms is an error, of 
course. There is more farm business than ever before, 
but it is going to fewer and better farm.s.

Committees Meeting Saturday 
Deer Hunt Advisor Windup 


The experiment in having ad­ 
visory committees counsel the 
Michigan Department of Con­ 
servation experts on deer herd 
management is moving toward 
completion of its first year of 
activity. 


The Deer Advisory Commit­ 
tee for the Menominee, Dickin­ 
son, Iron County Conservation 
District will hold its last meet­ 
ing of three at the Dickinson 
Hotel in Iron Mountain start­ 
ing at 8 a.m. Saturday. 


The committee devoted its 
second meeting to an extensive 
field trip to see conditions af­ 
fecting deer in the three county 
district. The outing was typical 
of those taken by the other dis­ 
trict advi.sory 
committees 
in 
Northern Michigan and its de­ 
liberations are also typical of 
those of the other groups. 


The group met at the Ste­ 
phenson equipment station of 
the Conservation Department 
May 21 and made its first tour 
slop 
at 
the 
Hayward-North 
Lake marsh where Ivan Thom­ 
son, district biologist, pointed 
out winter deer yarding areas. 
On the South Fox Truck Trail 
a stop was made on land of Col. 
Francis Vctort, U.S. Air Force, 
where almost all browse w ith­ 
in reach of deer had been eaten 
out. There was little or no re­ 
production of cedar or other 
species. 


Some committeemen suggest­ 
ed cutting should be done on 
these lands by the Conserva­ 
tion Department to feed the 
deer, but it was pointed out 
that the.se lands are privately 
owned. 
Actually, 
Menominee 
County 
has the most active 
timber cutting program of any 
of Michigan’s 83 counties. 


If any more cutting were to 
be done in the deer yarding 
areas it might conceivably feed 
a iew more dt*er for a few 
years, committeemen were told, 
but it would destroy the cover 
which protects deer from bad 
weather. 
What 
effect 
this 
might have on deer yarding 
habits wasn't clear. 


At the Banat deer yard con- 
ditioi\s like those in the Ceciar 
River yard were found. All ce­ 
dar within reacn had been eaten 
out. This is a famed deer yard 
which once supported a large 
herd. 


An auto-killed three year old 


doe was used to demonstrate 
how biologists autopsy to deter­ 
mine the cause of death.

Conservation Officer Dwaine 
Wenzel e.vplained a completely 
browsed out area on the Alfied 
Tower Hoad in the Ford River 
Yard. This is a hardwood side- 
hill with all trees cut down by 
Conservation Department work­ 
ers to provide deer food. Bio­ 
logists explained that the desir­ 
able foods are gone and that 
only 
marginal foods remains 
and that they aie stunted and 
clubby. Balsitm tirs are eaten 
by deer only in emergencies, 
but in this yard tlie balsams 
hid been browsed as hig]i as 
the deer could reach. 


Menominee 
County’s 
deer 
herd is healthy and large, but 
department biologists said the 
herd will likely decrease in size 
whether or not there are any- 
deer hunts, becau.se the deer 
yards( winter shelter and food 
areas I will not continue to sup­ 
port the present numbers of 
deer.
